TO THE CITIZENS OF WINDHAM : 

We would call your attention to the report of the 
Superintendent, and ask your hearty cooperation with her, 
also with all efforts of the Teachers and members of the 
School Board to improve our schools and interest the pupils. 
We feel that much has been accomplished during the year by 
the Superintendent and we join with her in asking parent 
and friends to visit the schools and see for themselves the 
work being done. ‘This last year the exterior of No. 6 
schoolhouse has been painted end half of the roof shingled, 
also the outbuilding in No. 2 has been shingled and put in 
repair and a number of minor repairs have been made in all 
the schools. New clocks have been put in Nos. 2, 3,5 and 
6. We submit the following financial statement.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To THE Boarp oF Epucation or WinpuHaM, N. H.: 

I present herewith my first annual report. 

It has been my endeavor to perform to the best of my 
ability the duties entrusted tome. I have tried to find out 
the needs of the schools and to supply them as far as possible, 
and in every way to work for the betterment of the schools. 

J -found there were not books sufficient to supply al] the 
pupils and teachers, and many that were in poor condition, 
and a collection of old books in all the schools that were not 
needed. I gathered up all such books, and those that were 
past repairing I put in for exchange, and others that needed 
some repairing I put in as good condition as possible and 
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sold as second hand books. Some new books that would not 
be needed I was given full credit for by the publishers. 

I have received twenty dollars for all books sent in, and 
I still have a few more to send in when more books are pur- 
chased and these will bring about ten dollars. 

By a vote of the School Board a change has been made 
in some of our text books ana a few supplementary books 
have been added. I have tried to get books that would be 
the most instructive and beneficial. 

There is also need of a change in a few more, and when 
these are added the schools will be well equipped with inter- 
esting, up-to-date text books, and they are all in good condi- 
tion. 

I have made a complete and systematic list of all the 
beoks in the schools, and of these on hand. 

Good progress has been made in the schools the past year 
despite the fact that new teachers have been employed in all 
but one. 

I have put forth considerable effort to obtain teachers of 
ability and experience, and we have a good corps of teachers, 
and it is our aim as far as possible to keep the good teachers 
for we know the importance of the continuous teacher espec - 
iajly in the elementary schoels; a true teacher will have some 
plan in regard to each pupil, which is formed by a study of 
the pnpil’s capabilities, pecularities, needs and possibilities; a 
plan that came not merely from a week’s teaching and 
acquaintance, nor even a month’s, but aterm or terms work 
with him. 

Although good teaching goes far towards the making of 
a good school and it should be secured and maintained; yet it 
only directs—shows how. 

Does not much of the success of the schoo! depend upon 
the efforts put forth by the pupils? Many of the boys and 
girls are doing good work, but it is.a sad fact that some have 


fn = 
never formed the true habit of stuiv, and do not seem tg 
realize that the school hours should be filled with work, and 
their best work, such should be made to see and valne their 
opportunity for learning, as some do not have the advantage 
of going beyond the rural school. 

Constancy and punctuality are two important factors in 
the making of a good school. With a few exceptions, the at- 
tendance in all the schools has been very good. It was 
somewhat broken up in the spring term in No.6 School by 
the prevalence of chicken-pox and for the same reason and 
severe colds in the winter term in No. 1. 

In No. 5 School there was only one case of tardiness 
during the fall and winter terms and but four in the year, and 
very few absences. 

Out of nine pupils in the spring term seven were not 
absent or tardy, and with eleven in the fall and winter terms 
eight had a perfect attendance. 

The Superintendent and teachers have been trying to 
decrease the number of absences and tardinesses and I am 
glad to say that they are becoming less, but there are a few 
cases which witha little more thought and effort on the part 
of the parents and the boys and girls might be eradicated. 

No child can do good work if he does not attend school 
regularly and especially is this true of the backward scholar 
who not only needs all thatis to be gained by constant at- 
tendance but what special attention can be given him by the 
teacher. 

Children should not be dismissed unless for good reasons; 
and the request for the dismission should be by a note to the 
teacher containing the reasons. This will be a help to the 
teacher and a restraint to the child. 

Are not all these things very essential in the training of 
a child, and will they not continue with him throughout life? 
(ood habits, as well as bad habits, hold fast. ‘The pupil who 
has been required as far as possible and hence accustome 1 
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daring a school course to attend every session, to be on time 
and attend faithfully to and do his best in all his work, is 
very apt to make a success in his life’s work. 

“Do what you do to the best of your ability,” should be 
the keynote in all our work. 

There is a tendency to send children to school too young, 
and there is very little to be gained by so doing especially in 
the rural schools. ie 3 

It is true that some minds mature younger than others 
but even then it is my belief that it is far better to keep a 
child at home until he is at least six for he will progress. just 
as rapidly and is likely to much faster for he will be better 
able to. Most children, between the ages of five and six had 
better be enjoying healthful games and out-of-door exercise in- 
stead of being placed under the necessary restriction of school 
work. 

I have placed in all the schools printed programs giving 
all the studies taken up each day and the time given to -each. 
Besides the regular studies, lessons in drawing, music, nature 
study, civics and calisthenics are being given. 

I have provided the teachers with excellent. desk books 
on most of these subjects, as well as books for reference on 
other subjects. bite 

We axe very fortunate in having as a Supervisor of Music, 
Miss Marguerite Clark of Derry who gives one lesson a week 
in each school. Satisfactory work has been done and most of 
the boys and girls have manifested much interest in it. 

The study of music should prepare the pupils to under- 
stand and enjoy good music, and it 1s very beneficial as a 


means of mental and physical training and introduces a spirit 
of cheerfulness and enthusiasm into the school room. 


I lave made a set of charts for each school for rapid work 
and drill on the multiplication tables, and I am making others 
for quick work in addition, substrastion, multiplication and 
divizion. 
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The teachers use a large number of perception cards in 
Arithmetic and also in Reading in the lower grades, and these 
have been very helpful. 

The teachers are working to bring their pupils up to 
grade in all their studies so that they can follow the State 
Course of Studies more closely and thereby equalize our 
schools. 

1 wish more of the parents would visit the schools and 
become better acquainted with the teachers of their boys and 
girls, and thereby manifest more interest in the work being 

done, for it is a help to the teacher, and an inspiration to the 
child. The parent and the teacher should be workers togeth- 
er in the character building of the child, and how can they 
work together to the best advantage when they are strangers? 

More should be done on the school rooms in the way cf 
repairs and improvements, and there is much need of some 
new furniture. 

¥ wish the walls of our school rooms could be made more 
attractive by a few good pictures, for they have an influence 
for good over the children, besides making the room more 
cheerful and homelike. 

We wish to express our thanks and appreciation for the 
very nice pictures given to No. 5 School by Robert W. Jack- 
son of West Windham. 


School rooms that are in good condition, well kept, well 
equipped and attractive help to educate and refine. 

We regret that Mrs. Alice Coy teacher in district No. 5 
is unable to continue her school for she is a very efficient 
teacher and did most excellent work. 


The school year had to be shortened two or three weeks 
owing toa number of unpaid bills amounting to over four 
hundred dollars which were due in previous years. 

Five schools are regularly maintained and the total reg- 
istration for the fallterm was 77. Other facts of the school 
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statistics can be seen in the appended table. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my thanks to the mem- 
bers of the School Board for their kindly support, the teache 
ers for their hearty co-operation and all who have in anyway 
contributed to the success of the schools. 

The motto of our schools must ever be, “Forward,” nev- 
er that other word, “Backward.”
